in response to the request firom the ^ fir6^Qlient second data processing system, sending the 
first data page fi:om the first data processing system to a Gcoond ohont third data processing 
system used by a user of the first cli e nt second data processing system but separate and distinct 
firom the second data processing system: 

wherein the firot oliont second data processing system communicates with the first data 
processing system over a more expensive connection than the s e cond cli e nt third data processiixg 
system commimicates with the first data processing system. 

2. (original) The method of claim 1, finther comprising, afta- the receiving step, the step of 
creating a reduce-content page corresponditig to the first data page, 

3. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein the networic system is the internet. , 

4. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the &st second data processing 
system conummicates via a wireless connection. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein the reduced content page is a wireless markup 
language page, 

6. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein the first data page is a hypertext markup 
language page. 
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7. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the first data page is sent to the 
D e oond oliont third data processing system via an electronic mail message. 

8. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the first data page is sent to the 
s e cond olient third data processing system via a push delivery system. 

9. , (currently amended) A first data processing system having at least a processor and an 
accessible memory, comprising: 

means for receiving, in a first data processing system, a request for a first data page firom 
a first client second data processing syst^; 

means for sending, in response to the request from the fir^ cli e nt second data processing 
system, a reduced-content page, corresponding to the first data page, to the firot client second 
data processing system; and 

meaiis for sending, in response to the request from the firot oliont second data processing 
system, the first data page to a Qooond oliont third data processing system used by a user of the 
first cU e nt second data processing system but separate and distinct Scam the second data 
processing system; 

wherein the first cU e nt second data processing system communicates with the first data 
processing system over a more expensive coxmection than the s e cond client third data processing 
system communicates with the first data processing system. 

10. (currently amended) The first data processing system of claim 9, further comprising 
means for creating a reduced-content page corresponding to the first data page. 

11. (cxirrently amended) The first data processing system of claim 9, wherein the network 
system is the internet, 

12. (currenlly amended) The first data processing system of claim 9, wherein the gfst second 
data processing system communicates via a wireless connection. 
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13- (currently amended) The j6rst data processing system of claim 9, wherein the reduced 
content page is a wireless markup language page.

16. (currently amended) The first data processmg system of claim 9, whereijx the first data 
page is sent to the s e cond cli e nt third data processing system via a push deUvery system. 

17. (currently amended) A computer program product having computer-readable code on a 
computer-readable medium, comprising: 

instructions for receiving, in a first data processing syBtem, a request for a fibrst data 
page fix)m a firot cli e nt second data processing system; 

instructions for sending, in response to the request from the first client second data 
•processing system, a reduced-content page, corresponding to the first data page, to the firot oliont 
second data processing system; and 

instructions for sending, in response to the request from the first cli e nt second data 
processing system, the first data page to a oooond oliont third data processing system used by a 
user of the first client second data processing system but separately and distinct from the second 
data processing svstem: 

wherein the fimt oliont second data processing system communicates with the first data 
processing system over a more expensive connection than the second client third data processing 
system communicates with the first data processing system, 

18. (oiiginal) The computer program product of claim 17, further comprising instructions for 
creating a reduced-content page corresponding to the first data page. 
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19. . (original) Tlie computer program product of claim 17, wherein the network system is the 
internet. 

20. (currently amended) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein the firsi second 
data processing system communicates via a wireless conaection. 

21. (original) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein the reduced content page 
is a wireless markup language page,

25. (currently amended) A method for delivering data over a network system, comprising tixe 
steps of: 

receiving, in a first data processing system, a request for a first data page Sxm a 
dkB ^ second data processing system; 

in response to the request from ihe first client second data processing system, sending a 
reduced-content page, corresponding to tiie first data page, to the first cli e nt second data 
processing system; and 

selectively sending a selection mark to the firot oli e ggt second data processing system; 

if a request corresponding to the selection mark is received, then sending the first data 
page to a s e cond client third data processing system used by a user of the first cli e nt second data 
processing system, 

wherein the first client second data processing system communicates with the first data 
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processing system over a more expensive comiection than the oeoond client third data processing 
system coxmnunicates with the jSurst data processing system, 

26. (original) The method of claim 9, further comprising, after the receiving step, the step of 
creating a reduced-content page corresponding to the first data page. 

27. (original) The method of claim 9, wherein the network system is the internet. 

28. (currently amended) The method of claim 9, wherein fest second data processing system 
cormnmucates via a wireless connection. 

29. (original) The method of claim 9, wherein the first data page is a hypertext markup 
language page. 

30. (original) The method of claim 9, wherein the reduced-content page is a wireless markup 
language page. 

31. (currently amended) The method of claim 9, wherein the first data page is sent to the 
s e cond client third data processing system via an electxoiiic mail message. 

32. (currently anx^ded) The method of claim 9, wherein the first data page is sent to the 
s e cond client third data nrocessing system via a push delivery system. 

33. (currently amended) A first data processing system having at least a processor and an 
accessible memory, comprising: 

means for receiving in the first data processing system, a request for a first data page firom 
a first client second data processing system: 

means for creating a reduced-content second data page corresponding to tihe first data 

page; 

means for sending, in response to the request &om the firat oliont second data processing 
system, the second data page to the first olignt second data processing system; 
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means for selectively sending, in response to Uie request jfrom the first client second data 
tuocessing system, a selection mark to the firct oliont second data processing system; 

means for sending the first data page to a socond client third data processing system used 
by a user of the first client second data piocessing systemj if a request corresponding to the 
selection mark is received, 

wherein the first cli e nt second data processing system communicates with the data 
processing system over a more expensive connection than the ceoond cli e nt third data processing 
^ system communicates with the firet data processing system, 

34. (currently amended) The first data processing system of claim 17, further comprising 
means for creating a reduced-content page corresponding to the first data page. 

35. (currently amended) The first data processing system of claim 17, wherein the network 
system is the internet.

37. (currently amended) The first data processing system of claim 17, wherein the first data 
page is a hypertext mark language page.

39. (currently amended) The firsi; data processing system of claim 17, wherein the first data 
page is sent to the cocond oliont third data processin2 system via an electronic mail message. 

40. (currently amended) The first data processing system of claim 17, wherein the first data 
page is sent to the oooond client third data processing system via a push delivery system. 

41. (currently amended) A computer program product having computer-readable code on a 
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computer-readable medium, comprising: 

instructions for receiving, in a first data processing system, a request for a first data page 
from a first oliont second data processing system; 

instructions for creating a reduced-content second data page corresponding to the first 
data page; 

instructions for sending the second data page to the first - GMeit ^ second data processing 
system; 

instructions for selectively sending a selection mark to the firot cliont second data 
T>rocessing system; 

instructions for sending the first data page to a e e ee nd - cli e nt third data processing system 
used by a user of the first client second data processing system, if a request corresponding to the 
selection mark is received, 

wherein the first cli e ax t second data nrocessing system communicates with the first data 
processing system over a more expensive connection than the oeoond oliont third data processing 
system communicates with the first data processing system. 

42. (original) The computer program product of claim 25, fiirther coniprising instructions for

45. (original) The computer program product of claim 25, wherein the first data page is a 
hypertext markup language page, 

46. (original) The computer program product of claim 25, wherein the reduced content page 
is a wireless markup language page. 
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47. (currently amended) The computer program product of claim 25, wherein the first data 

page is sent to the o e oond olimt third data piDcessing system via an electrojwc mail message. 

48. (currently amended) The computer program product of claim 25, wherein the jBxst data 
page is sent to the s e cond client third data processing system via a push delivery system. 

49. (previously presented) A method for network communications, comprising the steps of: 
sending, over a first communications link and fix>m a first data processing system, a 

request for a first data page; 

receiving, over the first communications link, a reduced-contetit data page corresponding 
to the first data; and 

selectively requesting the first data page to be sent to a second data processing system 
used by a user of the first data processing system, the second data processing system being 
connected to a second communications link and the second commxmications link being less 
expensive than the first communications link. 

50. (currently amended) A first data processing system having at least a processor and an 
accessible memory, comprising: 

means for sending, over a first communications link and firom a fiorst data processing 

s 

system, a request for a first data page; 

means for receiving, over the first communications link, [[a]] Qie reduced-content data 
page corresponding to the first data page; and 

means for selectively requesting the first data page to be sent to a second data processing 
system used by a user of the fibrst cli e nt data processing system, the second data processing 
system being connected to a second commimications link and the second communications link 
being less expensive than the first coxnmunication$ hnk- 

51. (currently amended) A computer program product having computer-readable code on a 
computer-readable medium, comprising: 

instructions for sending, over a first communications link and fi^m a first data processing 
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system, a request for a first data page; 

instructions for receiving, over the first communicatioiis like liiik, a reduced-contejit data 
page corresponding to the first data page; and 

instructions for selectively requesting the first data page to be sent to a second data 
processing system used by a user of the first oliont data processing system, Hie second data ^ 
processing system being connected to a second communications link and the second 
communicatioixs link being less expensive than the first comraxinications link. 
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
